Business estahllsffment* were sold by 
others, and some who desired to In- 
vest (i fen- hundred dollars In th- 
project which was to elevate all to 
positions of affluence, and had no th- 
ine to convert, borrowed the money. 


Thousands of dollars demanded by 


tha promoters before they would sink 
a single drill to tap the sources of 
wealth were raised r.nd deposited In :i 
local bank by the credulous. All kinds 
of sacrifices were made by prospective 
investors to raise the necessary funds. 
The transfer of the funds to the pro- 
moters was nwaltlnjf only Inconse- 
quential formalities when the "geolo-: 
gist" projected himself Into th« situa- 
tion. 


A Wayfarer Bearing Rlehas. 


He was picked up on the wayside 


hy Monroe Black, Jr., returning home 
from 
GreenTllle, 
about ten 
miles 


south of Fort Deposit. The wayfarer 
told young Black that he was on his 
way to Fort Deposit In a taxlesi) 
which broke down.

The young man who gave the "ge- 


ologist" a lift dropped his chance ac- 
quaintance at a local boarding house. 
Within an hour the whole town was 
buzzing with a report that a famous 
oil company had sent a representative 
to survey local oil fields. 


It was even whispered that the new- 


. comer had made a better proposition 
. than the first group of promoters, who 
said they came from Texas and who 
Induced Cleve Davis and William Can- 
saday to go to Texas to Inspect oil 
properties. 
The promoters agreed to 


pay the expense* of Davis and Cas-, 
saday.

The Texas group required 115,000 


to drill the first oil well sod a slightly 
smaller sum for each succeeding well.

SLAUGHTER RATTLESNAKES 


Rsptilta Caught Whil* $tup«ff«d by 


tha Cold Wtathtr, 


Robert Lee, Tex.—In a recent raid 


on a den of rattlesnakes near here by 
Ike Gartman and L. C. Clevenger, 49 
of the reptile* were killed. The snnkes 
were colled under a ledge in B great 
ball. Stupefied by the cold weather, 
they were unnble to put up a fight 
and the men captured them one by one 
by means of poles to which were at- 
tached strong fish hooks. Some of 
the snakes were of enormous site, and 
one had 15 rattles. 


Rattlesnakes have become so numer- 


ous in some parts of the ranch region 
of west and southwest Teios Hie last 
few years that they are a serious men- 
ac* to live stock and mankind. An un- 
successful effort was mnile in the leg- 
islature to have it law enacted provid- 
ing a bounty of CO cents for each rat- 
tlesnake killed. While this measure 
was generally favored, it was believed 
by some members that its enactment 
might Impose too heavy a financial 
burden upon the state. 


D. M. Cogdell, a ranchman of tha 


Snyder section, In urging the passage 
of the Rattlesnake Bounty bill, stld: 
"Rattlesnakea sre ninn's worst enemy. 
There are thousands of mothers In 
Texas who live in constant dreart of i 
these vicious snakes biting their chil-' 
drcn. Hundreds nf people sre bitten 
each year In Texas, and you cannot 
Imagine the suffering one has from the 
bite. Many of them die. The man' 
from whom I bought the ranch on 
which t now live lost his only child 
from a rattlesnake bite.
